Summary of the Keeneland Sales 


Part Il-Breeding Stock and Other Horses 
429 Horses Brought $1,517,800, an Average of $3,538 


The last hammer-fall at the Keeneland 
horse sales arena on Thursday night, No- 
vember 15, brought to a close the last 
of the big public Thoroughbred auctions 
of 1951. The small Nelson dispersal in 
Maryland remained, and Mexican breed- 
ers will sell their yearlings on Novem- 
ber 30, but only small numbers of horses 
are involved. 


At the close of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s auctions at Keeneland, 429 
horses had been sold for $1,517,800, an 
average of $3,538. This was the highest 
average in the last 23 years, since the 
beginning of the fall sales at Lexington 
as we now know them. The total and 
average was fattened considerably by the 
dispersal of 48 Coldstream Stud brood- 
mares, which brought nearly a million 
dollars (see last week’s Blood-Horse for 
complete details of that sale). 

In accounting for the fall sales at Lex- 
ington, it is customary to group the year- 
ling sales and the breeding stock sales, 
whenever they are held separately, as 
was the case this year. The 1951 com- 
bined sales accounted for 1,075 horses, 
which sold for $3,022,300, average $2,812. 
(For the summary of the yearling sales, 
see THE Broop-Horse of November 3, 
page 895.) 

To reduce the sale of breeding stock 
to its normal level, if there is such a 
thing as a “normal” sale, the Coldstream 
mares (48 for a total of $990,500) can 
be deducted from the total of last week’s 
auctions. This would account for the sale 
of 381 horses for an average price of 
$1.384, total $527,300. 

The Coldstream broodmares accounted 
for only about one-sixth of the mares sold 
at Keeneland last week. but they brought 
about 70 per cent of the money spent for 
broodmares. The 247 mares sold outside 
the Coldstream consignment brought 
$405,900, an average of $1,643.

There were fewer weanlings in this 
year’s sale than in 1950, and the average 
price declined by a little more than $500, 
or one-third. There was a weakening of 
the market in this respect, in line with 
a somewhat lower quality of offerings. 
Not much was offered that would tempt 
a yearling consignor into speculating on 
weanlings. 

Aside from the Coldstream consign- 
ment, the sales picture was about as 
usual: there were a few good horses, a 
lot of bad ones. Twenty horses failed to 
draw a bid (they are marked “Passed 
Out” in the summaries) and there were a 
great many which brought only $100, the 
minimum price acceptable. 


Wednesday Afternoon, 
November 14 


At the Keeneland Sale on Wednesday 
afternoon, 52 lots went through the ring 
to total $40,900, average $787. Thirty-one 


broodmares, one with a foal at side, sold 
for $22,300, average $719. Seventeen 
weanlings sold individually for $13,800, 
average $812. Four other horses averaged 
$1,200 in selling for a total of $4,800. 

Top price of the Wednesday afternoon 
sale was $4,600, paid by Ray Cassell for 
the 1l-year-old mare Parachutist, which 
is in foal to Requested. Parachutist is 
by Milkman—Timely, by High Time. The 
stallion to which a mare is in foal is 
shown in parentheses in the following 
summary:

BALTIMORE 


Nobody can scare me about the future 
of racing after the opening at Bowie. I 
went out there on a bus, which seems evi- 
dence of a decaying mentality, even to 
me. But I had the comfort of knowing 
that I was being paid to do it, and de- 
votion to duty has of course always been 
one of the strong points of this depart- 
ment. The same thing was true of 
my seat-mate, who was even more heavily 
burdened with responsibility, since the 
fate of the New York Times depended on 
an accurate report of the running of the 
$10,000 Thomas K. Lynch Memorial 
Handicap. 


But the other people on this bus were, 
as nearly as I could tell, acting on no 
outer compulsion, and might have re- 
mained comfortably at home and watched 
football on television. Moreover, there 
were people who had driven out in auto- 
mobiles and had parked a full mile from 
the entrance gates, and had walked the 
rest of the way. 

Now, I hope I have no overpowering 
desire for money, and I think I could 
adduce instances to prove it. But I am 
not going to walk a mile to get rid of it, 
or ride a crowded bus either. If it can’t 
be taken away from me on easier terms, 
I'll just keep it. Anyway, the opening of 
the little track in what the late Major 
Daingerfield called “the only damned 
landscape I ever saw that a race track 
improved” suggested that the game has 
a future, quite well assured. 


TAXATION. When Senator John Dun- 
nigan claimed, in the late ‘thirties, that 
racing could be made to yield $10,000,000 
a year in New York state taxes, opinion 
was divided as to whether he had merely 
lost his mind or an extra “0” had crept 
into the figures, as seems to happen some- 
times in estimates made in Washington. 
If he had made the further claim that 
this sum could have been realized from 
harness racing I’m sure he would have 
been confined for observation. But last 
year the trotters yielded nearly $12,000,- 
000, and the runners just fell short of 
$22.000.000. To this should be added a 
bit over $17,000,000 in tax to New York 
City and to Nassau and Saratoga counties. 

This comes. if you are curious, to $51,- 
019,779 in taxes paid by the comparatively 
few persons who believe they can cor- 
rectly estimate the relative speed of horses

in motion. This is a highly calamitous bite, 
but apparently horseplayers will stand for 
it. Next year the city and county tax is 
supposed to be reduced from five to four 
per cent, which I will believe when the 
Assembly adjourns without restoring that 
one per cent. 


VOTE. I did not keep an exact count, 
but I believe thirteen people asked me 
what I thought of the choice of Hill 
Prince as handicapper of the year, as se- 
lected in the poll of staff members of 
Daily Racing Form. 1 did not always give 
the same answer, because I like to encour- 
age a variety of opinion, but I suppose 
the considered one is that he was the 
best horse over three, but that he didn’t 
race enough to be eligible. 

To save you the trouble of looking it 
up, three of his six 1951 starts were in 
handicaps, two of them stakes, and of 
these he won one, the New York Handi- 
cap. That the race impressed Jack Camp- 
bell enough to jump him five pounds, to 
133 for the Manhattan, is good enough for 
me. The point is, though, that he raced 
too little to be given the award, just as 
the batting championships in baseball are 
not awarded to players who were in only 
a few games, no matter how high their 
average may be. 

About the only other reasonable candi- 
date was Citation, and when you think 
about it, though the handicap division 
produced a number of good races, there 
weren't really many good handicappers.

The 3-year-old division, which looked 
much weaker in the first half of the year, 
produced more horses which seem above 
the average. 

With the other selections there isn’t 
much chance to argue. Cousin might be 
as good a 2-year-old as Tom Fool if he 
would behave as well, but then he doesn’t. 
But of course this is only one poll, and 
there will be several other sets of selec- 
tions. My own suggestion is that after 
all the polls are in, a poll of polls should 
be taken. This sounds confusing, but 
then the situation is. 


GAINS. The final figures from the Em- 
pire City-at-Jamaica meeting gave all of 
the New York associations an unbroken 
record of financial gains this season. Two 
of the meetings, the spring one at Bel- 
mont and this last one at Jamaica, 
showed a decline in attendance, but an 
explanation was handy in each case. Bel- 
mont, though it had more days, had one 
less Saturday, and the total attendance 
was up even if the average was down a 
little——one per cent. Empire City-at-Ja- 
maica was down by 110 customers a day 
over its twenty-four day run, which gives 
you an idea as to how many people have 
sense enough to stay out of the rain. One 
Saturday was outstandingly vile, and there 
were some 22,000 addicts on the grounds 
in place of a normal crowd of 30,000 or 
more, and this was enough to account for 
the entire drop and more. 


SCRATCH. Evidence continues to ac- 
cumulate that the new Federal law re- 
quiring bookmakers to take out a license 
has about shut the industry down. Balti- 
more has always been a town in which a 
bet could be got down, but it isn’t now. 
And the Bowie meeting draws a good 
many characters whose social position is, 
shall we say, anomalous. They’re not 
gangsters, but they know a lot of gang- 
sters. They’re not wrong guys—quite the 
contrary in many cases—but they know a 
lot of wrong guys. 

The word is that everywhere the lid 
is on tighter than anyone has ever known 
it to be before. It is reported that the 
wire service has suspended operations and 
dropped many of its key men, because 
there was nobody on the far end of the 
wires. A survey taken last week by the 
New York Times showed that sales of 
scratch sheets had dropped 90 per cent. 
A number of newspapers in the East 
aren't sending their handicappers to 
Florida this winter, on the suspicion that 
there’s no use giving a reader a winner if 
he can’t do anything about it. 

There was a sudden increase in per 
capita betting at the New York tracks 
in the final weeks, which was interpreted 
as meaning that people were going out to 
bet because they couldn’t do it in town. 
But, as noted above, the attendance didn’t 
increase. Seems to me to mean that books 
had quit operating on the grounds, and 
bettors had to put it through the windows.

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The Daingerfield Handicap was the last stakes 
of the New York season, which by law closes on 
November 15. It brought out a field of 12 racers, 
trying the 275 miles for $21,250 in first money. 
As it turned out, the Daingerfield provided a tailor- 
made opportunity for Saxony, a War Relic 3-year- 
old which had shown a liking for a distance, but 
had never before gone as far as 16% furlongs. 
The Woolford Farm representative was well up 
throughout the race, moved from second place 
to first in the stretch, and won by a length over 
Mandingo, which had been in the lead going 
around the last turn. Busanda, which had led for 
most of the distance, held on for third. The top- 
weighted Pilaster, which always reaches his peak 
form when the fall distance races appear on the 
calendar, didn’t quite have what it took when he 
was asked to make a challenge in the last quarter- 
mile. 

Saxony was ridden in the Daingerfield by Conn 
McCreary, no novice in distance races. He was 
aboard *Miss Grillo when she won the 2%-mile 
Pimlico Cup Handicap in 1947 and 1948. In 1947 
she won by about a sixteenth of a mile, and 
McCreary apparently had an easy time, but the 
sirain of riding 20 furlongs made him sick after 
the race. In the Daingerfield, which was raced 
over a sloppy track, the diminutive rider wore 
two pairs of goggles. After about a mile he couldn’t 
see through the first pair, so he switched to the 
second pair, which soon became mud-spattered. 
He then pulled the second pair out of the way and 
stood up in the stirrups, to locate the finish pole 
and to take inventory of the field. Then he squinted 
his eyes and went to work on Saxony, bringing him 
in the winner. 

Saxony, the Daingerfield winner, was one of five 
3-year-olds in the race (Mandingo, Out Point, Hull 
Down, and Blinker Light were the others). He 
was foaled at Palmeadow Farm, in Scott County, 
Ky., on April 14, 1948. He was bought at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1949 by Kellar M. 
Little, who with his brother, W. Paul Little, op- 
erates the Palmeadow establishment. Occasionally 
one of the Little brothers will buy one of the 
partnership yearlings that he particularly fancies, 
Kellar Little explained recently. In this case he 
liked the War Relic colt, and bought him through 
A. B. Karsner. agent. for $3,500. 

Saxony was broken at Lexington later in 1949, 
and was sent to Florida for racing. Before he 
started under the Little colors, he was sold private- 
ly to the Dickey Stable, of Florida. He made one 
start at Hialeah Park, in February, for the Dickey 
Stable, then was sold privately to Herbert M.

Woolf's Woolford Farm, his present owner. From 
four starts last year he earned only $75, and may 
have impressed his owner as a bad buy, but as a 
3-year-old he has been a horse of another complex- 
ion. His first stakes placing was in the Atlantic 
City Turf Handicap, at 1;%; miles, in which he 
was third to Picador and Pilaster. Later he was 
second to Counterpoint in the 15g-mile Lawrence 
Realization, hs first effort beyond the middle dis- 
tances. These stakes placings, and his earnings in 
the Daingerfield, brought his winnings for the year 
to $36.025. 

*Zaltowna, dam of Saxony, is one of the few 
Town Guard mares in this country. *Zaltowna 
was bred in France by Count H. de Talhouet- 
Roy. and first raced in the U.S., as a 2-year-old, 
for the Normandy Stable, in a $1,500 claiming race. 
She later raced at New England tracks and in 
Canada, and at times was entered to be claimed 
for as little as $500. She passed through various 
ownerships, and was owned by O. Smith when she 
made her last start, at Pascoag in 1945, in an 
$800 claiming race. Kellar Little bought her from 
a New Jersey man whose name he does not re- 
call (but not Smith). He wanted two mares the 
man owned, he explained, but had to buy a group 
of ten in order to get the desired two. *Zaltowna 
was one of the tie-in mares. She now is at the 
Little farm, and has a weanling filly by Papa 
Redbird.

The victory went to the oldest 
runner, the 8-year-old Tea-Maker, one of the two 
starters at odds as long as 9 to 1. 


Guillotine, under 126 pounds, was the favorite, 
while the topweighted Bryan G., with 128, was 
fourth choice. Bryan G. slowed up after being 
crowded early in the stretch, but Guillotine, which 
had made virtually all the pace, led until the last 
twenty yards or so. He was drifting out slightly 
at the end, and Tea-Maker went past tim to win 
by a half-length. 

Tea-Maker, originally intended for steeplechasing 
and unraced until he was a 5-year-old, has put 
together earnings of more than $100,000 in the 
last four years.

won by champions or near-champions. War Ad- 
miral, Seabiscuit, Challedon (twice), Market Wise, 
Whirlaway (walk-over), Shut Out, Twilight Tear, 
Armed, Assault, Fervent, Citation (walk-over), Ca- 
pot, and One Hitter were the winners through 
1950.

The young stallion 
Sir Francis, a 9-year-old son of *Sickle— 
Armada, by Man o’ War, went to M. 
Sakele for $4,500. Mr. Sakele will stand 
the horse at his farm at Basking Ridge, 

Buyers from New York, Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, Florida, Texas, Maryland, and 
Canada were present. Weanlings were in 
particular demand, 14 of them bringing 
$61,400, average $4,386. Nine yearlings 
brought $60,900, average $6,767. The top 
yearling, a bay colt by Bull Lea out of 
the stakes winner Donita M., went for 
$21,000 to R. R. Dickman, who reportedly 
was acting as agent for a Detroit owner. 
Donita M. went to D. O. Evans, New Jer- 
sey breeder, for $16,500. L. S. MacPhail, 
of Maryland, paid $16,000 for Alpoise, 
the dam of the top-priced weanling. She 
is in foal to Sir Francis. 

The sale was held by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association under the di- 
rection of Humphrey S. Finney, who acted 
as announcer at the sale. George Swine- 
broad was the auctioneer. 

Twenty-five broodmares brought $113,- 
000, average $4,520. Three stallions to- 
talled $30,000. 


The broodmare Two Knots was sold “as 
is,” meaning that the buyer took a chance 
on her being in foal. It was announced 
at the ringside that two veterinarians had 
pronounced her in foal, and that another 
had said she isn’t in foal. She was bred 


this year to Alaking. Janon Fisher Jr. got 
her for $500.

Coldstream Stud in its recent years 
had emphasized racing class and ac- 
tual production of racing class as the 
most important standards for gauging 
the value of broodmares. In its dis- 
persal sale last week buyers accepted 
the same standards, modifying their 
appraisal only to account for age and 
physical difficulties. 

The top-priced mare of the sale, 
shown on the cover of this issue, was 
Say Blue, which came up late in the 
auction, after the strength of the mar- 
ket had become apparent to all and 
when there were very few left to buy. 
Henry Knight bought her for $72,000 
after a long series of bids in which of- 
fers were still coming from several di- 
rections after the price had passed 
$50,000. 

Say Blue is a 7-year-old daughter of 
Blue Larkspur out of the good winner 
I Say, by *Dis Donc out of the stakes 
winner Aloft, by Peter Pan. She was 
herself a stakes winner of $103,795, in- 
cluding the Princess Pat Stakes at two 
and the Falls City and Hollywood 
Handicaps at three, and was placed in 
other important races. Bred and raced 
by Mrs. Albert Sabath and later pur- 
chased by Coldstream Stud, she has 
produced two foals. The first is a year- 
ling filly by Alsab, sold at the Keene- 
land Summer Sales this year for $4,700. 
The second, a filly by *Heliopolis, died 
this year. Say Blue is now in foal to 
*Priam II. Thus, although well bred 
and well established as a race mare, 
Say Blue has had no foal to reach the 
races and remains only a mathematical 
probability as a producer. 


OHIO VALLEY ELECTION 


The Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club, at 
its meeting at the Sheraton-Gibson Hotel, 
Cincinnati, on November 16, elected Law- 
rence H. Kyte president, succeeding 
Leonard S. Smith Jr. J. J. Clippinger was 
named vice president, and Charles R. 
Koch was re-elected secretary-treasurer. 


On the board of directors are Dr. 
Eslie Asbury, M. Froome Barbour, C. L. 
Heekin, W. J. Mulvihill, C. W. Mussett, 
Louis Nippert, Leonard Smith Jr., David 
Straus, and O. DeGray Vanderbilt. 


Speaker at the meeting was J. A. Estes, 
of THE BLoop-Horse, who discussed brief- 
ly “the Thoroughbred market and its im- 
plications.” The market this year, he said, 
has been higher than at any time since 
the 1945-46 upswing; it presents a diffi- 
cult problem for the buyer, since prices 
for top-class breeding stock are in many 
cases almost prohibitive, and the cheaper 
stock, because of overproduction, has been 
reduced in value to less than cost of pro- 
duction and maintenance. 
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Keeneland Sales Notes 


M. L. Hurwich, of South Bend, Ind., 
attending his first Keeneland sale, bought 
15 head—broodmares and weanlings— 
which he shipped to his Indiana farm. 
Operator of an iron and steel smelter at 
South Bend, Mr. Hurwich was interested 
in saddle horses for 25 years before a 
friend gave him a Thoroughbred a few 
years ago. Since that time he has had a 
small racing stable. He plans to breed 
for his racing stable. “No, I don’t ever 
plan to breed for the market,” he said. 
“T just want to have fun racing them.” 


After buying several mares at the 
Keeneland sale, Frank R. Conklin, of 
Midway Farm, Brantford, Ontario, sur- 
prised horsemen sitting near him in the 
pavilion by announcing that he planned 
to sell three mares in foal to Count Fleet. 
“T sell yearlings in Canada, and the Count 
Fleets are just too expensive for our 
buyers right now,” said Mr. Conklin, in 
explaining his decision to sell. “I'll give 
you the details when I get home.” The 
mares he is offering are described in an 
advertisement appearing in this issue of 
THE Brioop-Horse. 


R. J. Speers, of Winnipeg, Canada’s 
leading breeder every year for the last 
five years, was one of the many Canadians 
attending the sale. “I attended the fall 
sales in Lexington in the ’Thirties, when 
the market hit bottom,” said Mr. Speers, 
“and I thought I would come back this 
year to see a possible new high in the 
broodmare market.” He came to Lexing- 
ton by way of Toronto, where he joined 


Frank R. Conklin, owner of Midway Farm, 
and Frank Armstrong, of the Toronto edi- 
tion of Daily Racing Form, for the trip to 
Kentucky. Mr. Conklin bought several 
mares at Keeneland, booked six mares to 
Kentucky stallions for the 1952 season, 
and bought six weanlings from his travel- 
ing companion, Mr. Speers, while he was 
in Lexington. Several of the weanlings are 
from the first crop of *Reed Mace, a son 
of Hyperion, which Mr. Speers imported 
to Canada in 1950. 


In the small group of breeders besides 
Mr. Speers who came from western Ca- 
nada for the sales were D. J. Kennedy, 
Lucien Maynard, and W. J. Yates. Mr. 
Kennedy, biggest buyer among them, got 
three of the Elmendorf mares for a total 
of $21,500. 

Mr. Maynard, attorney general for the 
province of Alberta, bought a mare and 
two 3-year-olds. He owns the stallion Gala 
Hour (*Sir Gallahad I1]—One Hour, by 
*Snob II). 

Mr. Yates, who owns “the smallest 
breeding farm in Canada” (less than two 
acres, near Calgary), came to Lexington 
principally to replace his one broodmare, 
Nut Brown, which died this year at the 
age of 21 after providing Mr. Yates with 
a racing stable and establishing his repu- 
tation as a trainer. Nut Brown, a daugh- 
ter of Peanuts, was the dam of all the 
horses in training owned by Mr. Yates; 
one of them, Yates Senior, won the Ca- 
nadian Derby of 1949. The old mare was 
replaced with the 8-year-old Miss Wheel- 
ing (Stimulus—My Bonnie), in foal to

Mr. Strub 
attended the Stud Managers Course at the 
University of Kentucky during the week 
prior to the sales. His ringside companion 
was Dr. B. J. Errington, who was one 
of the lecturers at the Stud Managers 
Course. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wilton D. Woods Jr., of 
Somerton. Ariz.. came to the sales as bar- 
gain hunters, accompanied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Edwin Janss Jr. Afterwards they con- 
cluded they had found their bargains. 
They bought the 17-year-old mare *Sun- 
beat for $100. saw her weanling filly by 
Challedon bring $6.000. They got Confir- 
mation. a 7-year-old Chance Play mare, 
for $100. and discovered that her dam, 
Laris. by *Pharamond II out of the good 
producer Bottle Green, had topped the 
recent auction of mares from the W. G.

In reporting Counterpoint’s cracked 
hoof after his victory in the Empire City 
Handicap THe Bioop-Horse of Novem- 
ber 10 (page 974) erroneously referred 
to it as “a recurrence of the quarter crack 
suffered before the Dwyer Stakes last 
summer.”

TO APPROVED MARES 
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“Windy City’s 
New Owner 


When Ray Bell’s *Windy City arrived 
in New York recently after having es- 
tablished a reputation as one of the best 
2-year-olds in Europe, horsemen liked his 
looks and assumed that he would have a 
new owner soon, since Bell is known as a 
good horse-trader. Last week the an- 
nouncement came from California that 
the colt had been sold to Gus Luellwitz, 
a lumberman who lives in Los Angeles. 

Luellwitz, who shared ownership in the 
very successful Moonrush, said the son of 
Wyndham would be raced at Santa Anita 
Park this winter. He did not disclose the 
price, but pointed out to inquiring news- 
paper men that Bell had refused an offer 
of $150,000 for the colt which he had 
bought as a yearling for 700 guineas. 

If the colt manages to reproduce in 
America the form he has shown in three 
countries he will be in the headlines 
again. Unbeaten in Ireland, he won the 
Gimcrack Stakes in England in easy fash- 
ion, then ran an excellent race in the 
Prix d’Arenberg at Longchamp but had 
so much ill luck that he suffered his first 
defeat. 

*Windy City and Marcel Boussac’s 
Auriban (by Pharis), winner of the Prix 
Robert Papin and Morny, have been 
ranked even with 139 pounds, at the top 
of the French free handicap the Prix 
d’Ermenonville. The Grand Criterium 
winner Cosmos was ranked next with 135 
pounds. 


WUPPITY—WUPS! 


An attempt in THE Btoop-Horse of 
October 27 (page 859) to correct an 
earlier mistake resulted only in a com- 
pounding of error. Ted Schaps was 
quoted: “Ferro, however, is not by Fels, 
but is by Landgraf, who in turn is by 
the French stallion Louviers. The dam of 
Landgraf was Dorothea, by Ladas.... ” 

This brought an immediate rejoinder 
from Baron d’Osten, who pointed out (1) 
that Louviers (foaled 1906, by Isinglass— 
St. Louvaine) was never a French stallion 
but moved from England directly to Rus- 
sia, along with Minoru, which had beaten 
him in the 1909 Derby, and (2) that 
Landgraf was out of Ladora, by Ladas 
out of Dorothea, by Sterling. 

Baron d’Osten relates that General 
Arapoff, the importer of Minoru and 
Louviers, when caught in the Red revolu- 
tion and asked to what party he belonged, 
sought to make himself as neutral as 
possible by saying he belonged to “the 
horse party.” But this provided a good 
enough excuse for his liquidation; the 
horse party was too capitalistic. 


ASTRONOMIE’S ARBELE 


The recent eight-length victory of Mar- 
cel Boussac’s 2-year-old filly Arbele in the 
five-furlong Princess Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot drew new attention to one of the 
most remarkable broodmares of the cen- 
tury. Arbele is a chestnut filly by Djebel 
out of Astronomie, by Asterus out of 
Likka, by Sardanapale, thus a full sister 
to the noted stayer Arbar, Astronomie’s 
only other foal by Djebel. 

The result of the Princess Elizabeth 
Stakes moved the veteran writer Meyrick 
Good to comment in the Sporting Life: 
“It would not surprise me if Arbele II, 
who was making her first appearance on 
a racecourse, goes through her racing 
career undefeated.” 

Astronomie, bred by Mr. Boussac and 
foaled in 1932, won the Prix de Saint 
Firmin at two and the Prix Chloe at three. 
Matched against high-class competition in 


France, Germany, and England, she did 
not win again, but ran well. She was fifth 
to Peniche in the Prix de Diane; sixth 
to Blue Bell III in the Prix de Minerve; 
fourth to *Athanasius, Travertin, and 
Sturmvogel in- the Grosser Preis von 
Baden; sixth to Crisa in the Prix Ver- 
meille; third to Limace and Coppelia in 
the Newmarket Oaks; second, giving 
weight, to Medea in the Prix de Flore; 
and second, giving weight by the scale, to 
Tant Pis in the Prix Ajax. 

Of Astronomie’s nine foals which have 
lived to racing age, seven have shown high 
class, and five have distinguished them- 
selves among the best of the last decade. 
These are Marsyas, by Trimdon; the un- 
beaten Caracalla, by Tourbillon; Arbar, 
by Djebel; the Oaks winner Asmena, by 
*Goya II; and Arbele. Good, but not in 
the top class, were White Rose, a filly by 
*Goya II, and the 3-year-old Pharas, a 
colt by Pharis.

Proctor Knott Wins the First Futurity 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4, 1888—rTHE FirsT 
FUTURITY HAS BEEN RUN AND WON. PROC- 
TOR KNOTT captured the rich prize, worth 
$41,675, as he did Monmouth’s richest 
prize, the Junior Champion, worth $20,935, 
and four other stakes—the Equity at Sara- 
toga, the Kenwood at Chicago, the West 
Side at Nashville and the Alexander at 
Louisville. He also took second money in 
the Sensation Stakes at Latonia, his total 
winnings aggregating $69,915. This is a 
very fair return for a horse that cost 
but $450 at the Belle Meade Stock Farm 
auction sale a year ago. 

The 2-year-old twice champion of the 
year, is a son of Luke Blackburn, his 
dam being Tallapoosa, a daughter of 
Great Tom and Capitola. Unfortunately, 
Proctor Knott is a gelding and his victory 
therefore has nothing but an immediate 
money value to his owners, Messrs. Scog- 
gan and Bryant. Had the winner been 
either a colt or a filly the direct pur- 
pose of the Futurity Stakes would have 
been more fully carried out in giving to 
the racing world a possible sire or dam 
of future racers. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
best horse entered for the rich stake won 
it. That is one consolation, for no one 
can say that the first running of this great 
produce stake was a “fluke.” Proctor 
Knott’s form entitled him to be the win- 
ner, but he was such a “good thing” that 
the betting men were inclined to look 
elsewhere for a winner among the dark 
ones. 

Last night Messrs. Scoggan and Bryant 
were probably more than satisfied that 
they declined the cash offers of Mr. Au- 
gust Belmont of $40,000 and Mr. E. J. 
Baldwin of $30,000 for their gelding. 

The Sheepshead Bay Club hasn’t had 
a greater crowd at its track than it had 
yesterday. The two new grandstands and 
the seats in the inner field helped to 
accommodate the throng. 

From Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia, 
the three great breeding States, came 
large delegations interested in the per- 
formances of the youngsters who first saw 
light in those States. Maryland also sent 
a big contingent and Missouri, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania and the New England States 
added their quota to the surging, noisy, 
good-natured crowd in which millionaires 
and beggars, touts and dudes, gamblers, 
financiers and literateurs mingled on even 
terms and fought to get their bets in the 
six mutuel machines, and auction pools

or with the 84 bookmakers who were 
ready to do business. 

How heavily people bet may be imag- 
ined from the fact that $110,535 was wag- 
ered in the French mutuel boxes alone. 
Probably one-third of that amount was 
placed in the auction pools, and in the 
books not less than $1,500,000 more was 
wagered on the several races. 

One of the best indications of the size 
of the crowd was the quantity of eatables 
and drinkables that Caterer McGrath dis- 
posed of. There were 18,000 sandwiches, 
12,000 pounds of lobster, 80 dozen chick- 
ens, 50 dozen soft shell crabs, 500 gallons 
of clam chowder, 50 sets of ribs, 60 short 
loins, 20 hips and loins, 25 Spring lambs 
and 40 dozen squabs. Over the various 
bars were sold 5 barrels of whisky, 40 
cases of Pepper whisky, 250 kegs of lager, 
380 cases of champagne, 30 barrels of 
imported ginger ale and 600 boxes of 
soda water, sarsaparilla, etc. 

Fully one-quarter of the people present 
were women, and there were evidences of 
surprising familiarity with horses and 
jockeys that astonished their escorts and 
proved that women as well as men are 
completely carried away with the racing 
craze. In the boxes were ladies prominent 
in the city’s social life. Bewitchingly fas- 
cinating and arrayed in attractive toilets, 
it is not to be wondered that the eyes of 
the men wandered toward the pretty faces 
as often as to the hardly less attractive 
odds in the betting ring or the gay silks 
and satins of the jockeys who were to 
ride for their money. 

The great event of the day was, of 
course, the Futurity, the richest 2-year- 
old stake ever run. It was unfortunate that 
the energetic secretary of the club, Mr. 
J. G. K. Lawrence, who worked so hard 
to make it a success, was unable to attend. 
It was a success, absolutely, and one that 
will make future Futurity Stakes be 
looked to with pleasurable anticipation. 

Fourteen started, representing differ- 
ent interests. Eric, of Mr. Pierre Lorillard 
Jr.’s string, with Hayward in the saddle. 
was first to canter over the new Futurity 
course, on which a racer had _ never 
stepped foot, a track which was near per- 
fection. There followed him to the post, as 
named, Capt. Brown’s Senorita, ridden 
by Taylor; Major B. G. Thomas’ filly, 
Lady Pulsifer, brought on from Kentucky, 
with Taral riding; Proctor Knott, with 
little Barnes in the saddle; Mr. Belmont’s 
Forest King, with Anderson riding; Vil- 
lage Maid, ridden by Palmer and owned 
by Congressman Scott; Crawford and 
Roche’s Limbo, ridden by Brackenbridge; 
Gray and Co.’s Galen, brought on from 
Chicago and ridden by his trainer, Turn- 
er; Senator Hearst’s Philander, with Lit- 


tlefield up; Green Morris’ Tipstaff, pilot- 
ed by Elkie; The Lioness, of the Mel- 
bourne Stable, with H. Lewis walking at 
her head; D. D. Withers’ Auricoma, who 
carried a lot of money and McLaughlin; 
Haggin’s Salvator, with the dusky Hamil- 
ton wearing the orange and blue, and 
finally Princess Bowling of B. F. Pettit’s 
stable, with the honest Isaac Murphy in 
the saddle. 

The starting post was so far away that 
less than a hundred went there to see Mr. 
Caldwell handle his field of horses with 
wonderful skill. “Now, boys,” said Start- 
er Caldwell to the jockeys, “take things 
easy, take plenty of room, don’t get ex- 
cited and I'll get you off to a good start.” 

Had there been twenty-five starters 
there would have been plenty of room 
for the horses to get away on absolutely 
even terms. The track is 185 feet wide 
there and the boys knew that what Mr. 
Caldwell told them was true. But nat- 
urally, with so much at stake, the boys 
were a bit nervous. 

Twice only the horses broke away in 
a useless endeavor to start. The third 
time all were in motion and as nearly as 
possible in a straight line across the track. 
Village Maid, thoroughly green in her 
first race, was the last to get away, but 
she was moving well when Mr. Caldwell’s 
flag flashed through the air to send the 
lot on its forty-thousand-dollar journey. 

An assistant starter flashed his flag 
where the chute joins the main track. 
That told the thousands that the horses 
were off. But the start was a_ peculiar 
one and affected the crowd pecularily, 
for it didn’t know who was in front, and 
for a few seconds did not know that the 
race was in progress, except for the silent 
signal of the starter’s assistant. 

In a few jumps from the start Forest 
King was leading, with Tipstaff, Auri- 
coma, Proctor Knott, Salvator and Galen 
just behind him. The rest were in a com- 
pact bunch, Village Maid bringing up 
the rear. But Forest King’s lead was short- 
lived. Before an eighth of a mile, Galen, 
Proctor Knott and Salvator had begun to 
move away from the rest, and had gotten 
into the fight, which lasted to the end. 

So far the public in the grandstand 
had seen nothing and they didn’t know 
that Auricoma had fallen back and that 
Eric and Senorita had moved up to try 
and join the leaders. A quarter of a mile 
and a trifle more had been run _ before 
the people saw a horse carrying a jockey 
dressed in purple with a white sash shoot 
into view. It was Galen, and as nothing 
else showed for an instant he seemed to 
be far in advance of the field. That was 
because he was on the outside, while Proc-

tor Knott and Salvator, who were, in fact, 
but a half-length behind him, were near 
the inside rail, this trio being about three 
lengths ahead of the rest of the field and 
running together. 

There was a shout from Galen’s back- 
ers. a look of disappointment on the faces 
of those who had pinned their faith on 
Proctor Knott and Auricoma, the first and 
second choices. But the backers of the 
favorite had a chance to cheer later when 
Proctor Knott and Salvator came into 
sight at the head of the stretch. Galen 
was seen to have but a half-length the 
best of Salvator, with Proctor Knott a 
neck farther back. 

With Galen on the outside and the 
other two near the inside rail they fought 
it out. It was a hot fight, too, and the 
accident that might have beaten the fa- 
vorite came very near happening. Salva- 
tor and Proctor Knott bumped each other 
two or three times, then separated to go 
on their respective routes. Both had 
swerved, and so came the collision, but 
fortunately neither suffered badly. It took 
every bit of skill that Barnes possessed 
to get Proctor Knott across the line near- 
ly a half-length in front of Salvator, who 
was a length ahead of Galen. 

Princess Bowling shot out of the ruck 
just in time to finish fourth, two lengths 
behind Galen, and beat Lady Pulsifer, 
Eric and Auricoma. Then followed in or- 
der: Forest King, Senorita, Tipstaff, Phi- 
lander, The Lioness, Limbo and Village 
Maid. 

Proctor Knott had won his owners a 
fortune. 


POWER CURTAILMENT 


A move to place harness racing in 
New York completely under the control 
of the State Harness Racing Commis- 
sion reportedly is being made by the 
Wicks Committee, a legislative group 
which is investigating racing in the 
Empire State. At present, the harness 
racing commission licenses the tracks, 
but racing is regulated and personnel 
is licensed by the United States Trot- 
ting Association. The situation is simi- 
lar to that under which The Jockey 
Club held certain powers over run- 
ning races, with the approval of the 
New York State Racing Commission. 
This arrangement was declared to be 
an unlawful delegation of authority, 
earlier in 1951, and the running race 
commission now regulates and licenses. 
The USTA is a private corporation 
which has been the supreme authority 
in harness racing in New York and 
other states. 


ONTARIO RACING SCHEDULE 


The Ontario Racing Commission has 
approved 146 days of racing in 1952, re- 
quested by the Ontario Thoroughbred 
Racing Association. Groups holding race 
meetings are Metropolitan Racing Asso- 
ciation (at Dufferin Park), Ontario 
Jockey Club (Woodbine Park), Green- 
wood Racing Club (Woodbine Park), 
Thorncliffe Park Racing and_ Breed- 
ing Association (Thorncliffe), Hamilton 
Jockey Club (Hamilton Race Track), 
Niagara Racing Association (Fort Erie), 
Ascot Turf Club (Fort Erie), Hamilton 
Jockey Club (Hamilton Race Track), 
Belleville Driving and Athletic Associa- 
tion (Stamford Park), Ontario Jockey 
Club and Greenwood Racing Club (Wood- 
bine), Kenilworth Jockey Club and Long 
Branch Jockey Club (Long Branch), and 
Orpendale Limited (Dufferin Park). 


END OF THE SEASON 


The flat racing season in England ended 
November 19, with the final feature, the 
Manchester November Handicap, going to 
the outsider Good Taste, a 7-year-old one- 
eyed gelding by Tai-Yang. 

Gordon Richards, riding at Lingfield 
Park the last day of the season, got one 
winner, raised his season total to 227, his 
lifetime total to 4,904—a record far ahead 
of that of any other rider. 

Marcel Boussac, of France, made 
enough raids on English races to become 
the season’s leading owner and leading 
breeder. Jack Jarvis led the trainers.

Another Test of 
The Racing Law 


CoLumMBuUS 


Ohio’s horse racing law governs both 
running and harness meetings where and 
when wagering is an adjunct. It bans 
date conflicts “twixt tracks in the same 
county or within 30 miles of each other. 
Several Ohio attorneys-general have held 
that this bars dates clashes between day- 
time running and night trotting meetings 
within the named limits. But the provision 
never has been court tested. Indications 
are that it may be.

Clevelanders J. H. Harris, Howard R. 


Hirsch, and Franklin Outcalt recently 
bought Bainbridge, set up an operating 
company, and have applied for night har- 
ness racing dates for 1952. The applica- 
tion seeks the legal maximum, 44 nights. 
An accompanying letter threatens court 
action unless the full 44 nights are 
granted. 


Dates sought, with confirmation by re- 
turn mail if possible, were July 14 to 
September 2, inclusive. By custom, the 
Ohio State Racing Commission ponders 
dates in mid-December. Also by custom, 
it licenses no “commercial” harness 
meetings during August, which is the 
peak of the harness racing season at 
Ohio’s numerous county fairs. The po- 
tentials here are interesting. 


Aurora Downs, Inc., is the tag taken 
for this newest Ohio racing venture. The 
name comes from a nearby village, but 
it could come from the State of Illinois. 

Back in the early 1920’s, when wager- 
ing at Ohio tracks was extra-legal, the 
runners moved into the environs of Cleve- 
land, which is in Cuyahoga County. The 
trotters had been there quite a spell with 
books and/or mutuels, and officialdom 


apparently had been looking out over 
Lake Erie. 


In 1926, they turned their gaze inland 
and discovered 72 days of running races 
at four tracks: Maple Heights, Brooklyn, 
Cranwood, and Thistle Down. Righteous- 
ness thereupon speedily prevailed. None 
of the four opened in 1927, and Brooklyn 
and Maple Heights never opened again. 

The far-flung racing empire of the late 
Joe Cattarinich then numbered several 
Ohio stands, and also Aurora in Illinois, 
*twixt its terminals at New Orleans and 
his native Montreal. The money and the 
way were found by Joe, et al, to build 
and operate Bainbridge. 

It is located in Geauga County. A 
short sprint southward is Portage Coun- 
ty. Had Bainbridge’s locator settled upon 
a site just a few furlongs westward, he 
could have set down the track where these 
and Cuyahoga and Summit (Akron) 
Counties meet. Thereby he could have 
improved 100 per cent upon the feat of 
that genius who placed one of the dis- 
trict’s dog tracks so that a county line 
bisected the betting ring. Any official 
could truthfully report no wagering in 
his county. When he took his look, all 
betting was being done in the county 
next door. 

Bainbridge operated for nine seasons. 
In 1933, Ohio was about to have its rac- 
ing law but Bainbridge didn’t wait. 
Horses and officials came in from Aurora, 
Ill., for a 25-day stand opening May 20, 
and were done on June 17. Ohio’s horse 
racing act became law on June 29. 

Five of the nine Ohio State Derbies

Devil Diver was generally acknowledged to have been the best horse in training when he was 
retired as a six-year-old. He is the only winner of the Toboggan-Metropolitan-Brooklyn H. triple and one of 
the two winners of the Metropolitan-Toboggan-Suburban triple.

were contested at Bainbridge; those 
*twixt 1928 and 1932 inclusive. The series 
was begun at Maple Heights in 1924, 
when Black Gold won. In 1935, a renewal 
was scheduled to feature a 33-day meet- 
ing. Bainbridge gave up after 15 days, 
play was so light. The rest of the meet- 
ing was switched to Thistle Down. There 
I. J. Collins’ good mare Paradisical won 
the last Ohio State Derby, besting three 
others—the good sprinter, Clang, and 
Whopper and the Latonia Derby winner 
Tearout. 


FINALE. What might be the last echo 
of a once considerable struggle was heard 
but faintly this past week. The Second 
District Court of Appeals affirmed the 
decision of the lower Common Pleas Court 
of Franklin County, which held that the 
Ohio State Racing Commission had au- 
thority under the law to make several 
rules governing Ohio racing. 

One was Rule 50, which had made 
totalizators in the State a “must.” Oth- 
ers had to do with the conduct of pari- 
mutuel wagering. Except there be further 
appeal to the Ohio Supreme Court, the 
battles that attended the affixing of the 
“tote” to Ohio racing are done. 

While other states accepted with 
alacrity the innovation of the totalizator, 
along with the starting gate and the photo

finish, Ohio tracks fought bitterly. Sev- 
eral efforts to revise the law to require 
“totes,” the first dating back over a 
decade, were beaten. 

In 1945, Governor Frank Lausche, 
then a first-termer, tried a new tack. 
One of his earliest acts was to call in 
the racing commission and direct it to 
order Ohio tracks to install totalizators 
for the 1945 season under the provision 
of the Ohio Horse Racing Act that gave 
it “power to prescribe the rules, regula- 
tions and conditions” for horse racing in 
the State. 

Due to restrictions, “totes” weren’t avail- 
able until late 1947, when his successor 
was in office. After a lot of lawing, the 
Ohio mile tracks all had the machines 
for 1948. The next year, it was in the 
lesser tracks too. The case on which the 
Appellate Court rendered decision dated 
from May, 1948. 

Latest of the states to take to the totali- 
zator, Ohio has it in greater variety than 
any other. Beulah Park uses the Ameri- 
can, most widely used in the nation. The 
Electrotote, developed for the Detroit 
Fair Grounds, is in use at River Downs 
and Cranwood. Randall Park bought and 
imported the only authentic Australian 
Tote in use on the continent. The Pa- 
cific Totalizator, purchased and renamed 
by Ohioans the Midwest, is used at As- 
cot, Hamilton, and several trotting tracks. 


MARYLAND BREEDERS STAKES 


Entry blanks are now available for the 
1952 Maryland Breeders’ Stakes Series 
closing December 1, 1951. With the ab- 
sence of the Havre de Grace Breeders’ 
Stakes, there are only three races in the 
series. The values of the Maryland Fu- 
turity and the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes 
each have been raised $2,500, so the total 
added money for the series will remain 
at $25,000. The third race is the Bowie 
Breeders’ Stakes. The Havre de Grace 
stakes has been dropped because the track 
no longer exists. 

It is planned to run all three races in 
the fall, and to change the Pimlico Breed- 
ers’ Stakes from a filly race to one for 
colts, fillies and geldings. The Futurity 
will continue as a closed race for Mary- 
land-sired and -foaled juveniles. The oth- 
er two races will be open to 2-year-olds 
foaled in Maryland, regardless of where 
the dams are covered. A $10 fee covers 
the nomination to all three races. 


NO PASSES FOR GOLDEN GATE 


In line with a policy tried successfully 
by other tracks this year, Golden Gate 
Fields has announced that admission 


prices have been reduced and that no 
passes will be issued for its meeting which 
opened October 29. For the 42-day meet, 
the prices have been reduced to the level 
of admission prices via last year’s passes, 
which had service charges and taxes on 
them.
